Remarks. 


The duties of a member of the School Board make it a respon- 

sible office. Itis important that this office should be filled by men 
or women who feel an interest in our schools and will try and look 
after them and as much as they are able give a proper direction 
to their management, and by those that are interested in the 
cause of education, and will make suitable effort to secure good 
teachers. (For the best are none too good.) To parents we 
would say you cannot be too deeply interested in the education 
of those that you are in duty bound to care for. Make it your 
business to have your scholars punctual in their attendance at 
school, and in season. 
_ We would say that while none of our schools have been perfect 
some of them have come well up to the standard of perfection, and 
none were a failure, but in one or two instances there was great 
chance forimprovement. ‘lhe order being far from perfect, but 
as a whole we are happy to report the good improvement made. 

We felt compelled to introduce new books, Readers, Arithme- 
tics and Histories; but we regret that there is such a law upon 
oar statute book compelling towns to furnish the books as it is 
an imposition upon the tax payers to have to pay for books for 
some children to soil and destroy, as quite a number of new books 
have been returned nearly ruined. We think it just and right 
that parents should furnish their scholars with books ; but the law 
‘so orders that the towns furnish them, so we suppose we must 
obey orders if we break owners.

The work of teaching is a laborious one and a teacher needs and 
ought to have the aid and encouragement of the parents, and pa- 
rents never should allow themselves to speak ill of the teacher in 
the presence of the scholars, as nothing is more detrimental to the 
prosperity and good of the schools. Do all in your power to ad- 
vance the mental, moral and religious education of your children 
and the youth. In so doing you will not only benefit them but you 
will help to advance the interests of the town. 


And now may God ever bless the scholars and schools of 
Orange.
